It was a close win with Grant Murray 
pulling away in the final few feet before 
the finish. 

Track owner Don English revealed 
that he has an optimistic outlook for 
the future of this track and he’d like to 
see more city riders and spectators.

ELKHORN, WISC., July 23, 1972 — 
Jim Weinert, (Yam) streaked into the 
lead in the final 250 moto of the day, 
giving Hakan Andersson some 
competition. Weinert began moving 
away from John DeSoto (Kaw) and 
Gunnar Lindstrom (Hus) opening up a 
15 bike length lead by the end of lap 
one, 

Andersson, meanwhile, had gotten a 
slow start and was bogged in traffic for 
a short while before beginning to pick 
up two and three places a lap, moving 
into second place on lap five before 
taking the lead on lap ten. 

Once Andersson had the lead, it was 
an instant replay of motos one and two 
as he began to increase his margin to 
almost thirty seconds at the end. 
Andersson’s style of riding devastated 
the competition. Any rider who tried to 
stay with him either ended up losing it 
on one of the many berms-jumps-turns 
that dominated the course or decided 
that anyone who ride that fast has got 
to fall or break. No such luck. 

While Andersson was exciting the 
crowd, Weinert was plugging away, 
putting together a third (after Montesa 
rider Mike Runyard slipped by) with his 
fourth and fifth placings to capture 
second overall for the day. 

Gary Jones found himself on the line 
with a dead engine as the rest of the 
field roared away ,then proceeded to turn 
in one of the most spirited rides of the 
day moving into 19th at the end of lap 
one, eighth by lap six and fifth on lap 
eight before dropping back to eighth 
after breaking blisters raised in the 
earlier motos. 

The final moto provided the best 
show for the different makes as Mike 
Runyard (Mon) picked up a second with 
Weinert third. Gunnar Lindstrom (Hus) 
motored to a fourth, CZ riders Dave 
Bickers and Stuart Nunn took fifth and 
sixth and Bob Grossi (Hus) picked up 
seventh. 

Heat, dust and humidity played 
havoc with the machines, causing many 
of the riders to change air cleaners once, 
and sometimes twice. John DeSoto’s 
charge in the last moto was cut short by 
rich jetting, Brad Lackey didn’t change 
his air box and got a fouled plug when 
the dust cut the air supply. 





Jimmy Weinert came close again with a second.

In moto one, Torlief Hansen jumped 
into the lead aided by an inoperative 
starting gate that suffered the crunches 
after over half the field ran over it. 
Andersson was in close pursuit and took 
the lead in the back sweepers followed 
closely by Hansen. 

Torlief crashed spectacularly at the 
beginning of lap nine when his engine 
seized on the fastest part of the course, 
ending his ride for the day while in 
second, 

In what, had to be the cruelest freak 
accident of the day, Marty Tripes got 
hit in the nose with a rock after

charging from twentieth place to sixth 
in nine laps. Tripes required a trip to the 
hospital to find out ‘that there was 
nothing broken. 

Meanwhile back in traffic, Gary Jones 
had moved into Hansen’s spot closely 
followed by Brad Lackey (Kaw) and 
Jim. Weintert; all looking for a top 
finish. Each remained in file with 
Torsten Hallman (Yam), Arne Lindfors 
(Yam), and Bill Cook (Mai) rounding 
out the top finishers. 

Andersson continued his aggressive 
style of riding in moto two, knocking 
off front runner Gary Jones halfway 
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through lap one. Brad Lackey moved 
into second ahead of Jones on lap eight 
and Montesa rider Mike Runyard into 
fourth on lap thirteen with Weinert and 
John DeSoto safely in fifth and sixth. 
The race within a race in moto two 
was between Doug Sanger (Mai) and 
Jeff Smith (Bom). The two went at it 
for nearly half the race in the middle of 
the pack with Smith using experience to 
overcome the power deficiency of his 
175 Bombardier. This will probably be 
the last time fans will see Smith in 
international competition. He intends to

By doing something against our 
better judgment, and placing financial 
reward behind us, we open ourselves to 
criticism; part of the criticism is 
justified. 

Anyway, we do appreciate the writer 
taking the time to show up at the race. I 
honestly mean this, and if he will send 
me his address we will be pleased to 
send him a pass to our Labor Day AMA 
race at the San Jose County 
Fairgrounds.

As competing uses and pressures 
increase upon the lands, we will strive to 
maintain a balance that will 
simultaneously protect the resources, 
minimize conflicts among the various 
uses, and promote the safety of all users 
of these lands. 

The Department recognizes the value 
in having the views of both users and 
nonusers in making decisions regarding 
the use of motorized off-road vehicles 
on Federal lands. We are making every 
effort to encourage public participation 
in the rule making and regulations being 
developed for implementation of 
Executive Order 11644. 

We encourage the support and 
assistance of all “off-road vehicle 
enthusiasts in our efforts to provide for 
ample accommodations on the public 
lands to meet their demands for these 
activities. Their cooperation will be 
most helpful to us in maintaining 
responsible uses of Federal lands, and in 
the successful implementation of 
Executive Order 11644.

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Lightweight 
Review #7

The Bultaco 125 Pursang is a 
no-nonsense, single purpose, 
don’t-mess-around-with it, flat-out 


racer. It is really not suitable for 
anything else and does not pretend to 
be able to do a multitude of things, or 
be all things to most motorcyclists. It is 
designed to be raced, very rapidly, on 
dirt courses: TT or motocross, where 
the high-revving screaming power can be 
translated to the ground and into 
forward motion. Buddha Bultaco out in 
Riverside provided one of the new 125 
Buls for us to wring out. It was a very 
pleasant experience. 

One look at the low, long, red 
Barcelona export and you just know 
that it’s going to be quick, even without 
any history of riding Bultacos. 
Comparison with the Sherpa 125 is 
almost inevitable and points up some 
significant (and not too significant) 
changes. The long wheelbase is the same 
as the 250 Pursang, slightly over 55 
inches. The new swingarm is also much 
beefier and longer; it, too, is identical to 
the one on the 250. 

A staffer who raced a Sherpa for over 
a year insists the 125 Pursang is a better 
handling, more responsive machine. 
Even without the comparison there can 
be no doubt that the Pursang handles 
super and is very forgiving. It has the 
capability of making even the non-racer 
feel like a superstar as you go high on 
the berms, in complete control. The low 
bars, low seating position and CG 
contribute to a feeling of total control 
and stability. It also comes over jumps 
straight as an arrow, Coming out of 
corners, it has a definite tendency to 
straighten itself out, getting the rear 
wheel behind you (instead of beside 
you) and driving the bike out of the 
corner in the direction you pick. 

The Buls have .always been neat 
sliding machines, the 125 Pursang 
continues this fine old Spanish 
scrambles tradition. Despite the lòng 
wheelbase (on what is really a full-size 
bike despite its lightweight 
classification) “there is enough power 
from the engine and frame geometry is 
set up properly to get the front end as 
light as you want it. Shift your weight 
back and dial it on and the wheel gets 
lighter in perceptibly controllable 
stages. Slide your weight forward, 
squeezing the beautiful, narrow tank, 
and the front end gets back in contact 
with the ground for negotiating corners 
either MX or TT style. The whole riding 
process feels stable and you can go over 
some very cobby terrain at competitive 
speeds without feeling like everything is 
about to let loose (Another interesting 
feature about this Bul is that nothing 
ever did let loose...or break, or fall off 
during our test period. With one 
noticeable exception: the plastic 
fenders. We’ll get into that in a minute.) 
This is due in large part to the 
preparation by Buddha Bultaco. The 
bike was detailed right. Nothing special, 
just the sort of set-up we think any 
conscientious competition motorcycle 
dealer should do for a customer’s racing 
machine; basically cleaning up any 
rough edges. A tip of the hat to Buddha

for doing a job too many dealers don’t. 

The other reason for the lack of 
problems is an inherently better design. 
The old Sherpas had gussets on the 
frame under the number plates that 
were prone to break. The new Pursang 
125 doesn’t have that problem, The old 
Sherpa expansion chamber bracket 
tended to crack off. The new one is 
rubber-mounted to the frame, behind 
the footpeg. It looks, and apparently is, 
strong. 

The new levers are neat, comfortable 
and of better construction, Allen head 
bolts are used extensively -on the 
machine and they just don’t come loose 
with the same frequency as slotted head 
screws. This kind of detailing and other 
features are rapidly destroying the old

and plenty more numbers, ratios, dimensions, etc. 





“Bultaco breako” image and making it 
into a quality machine. Some of these 
other features include standard Akronts 
and double rear rim locks. They’ve been 
there for a while but seem to make it 
with the 125 Pursang more of a total 
piece. 

Bultaco had a basically great idea in 
coming out with bendable plastic 
fenders on their new Pursangs. The 
problem is that they are not molded 
with a bead on the edge but taper to a 
fine edge. A bead would prevent the 
tiny flex cracks starting in the fenders 
that vibration eventually causes to run 
all the way across the fender. Now it 
appears that Bultaco is going back to 
fiberglass, rather than try to come out 
with something like a Preston Petty or 
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Monarch fender. This was our only real 
complaint with the machine in over a 
week of running it. 

The powerplant. It has a lot of 
power. Forget the horsepower claims, 
the 125 mill will get you moving very 
rapidly in a very short time. There is not 
much low end, which is no big surprise, 
but there is an adequately broad power 
band starting at about 4000 RPM. It is 
really an explosive engine. It has the 
same lower end as the 250 so it should 
be heavy enough to go for a while 
without the past Bultaco problems of 
bearing replacement and sorting out the 
gearbox every month. Shifting was 
always smooth and positive, with or 
without. the clutch. You never had to 
think about it, just dab with the toe 
until you got to the gear you wanted to 
keep it in the power band. You could 
do this without removing your foot 
from the excellent serrated steel 
footpegs. The 4.00 X 18 Pirelli that 
Buddha fitted on the 125 got the power 
to the dirt in a very efficient manner. 
The front tire was a Spanish-license 
Firestone. 

There are a few other notable detail 
improvements. The electrics are 






different from the 250 and 350 models 
which have a flywheel-magneto. The 


125 features a stator-rotor 
configuration. The new still air box is a 
great improvement over the open screen 
“cleaner” on the Sherpas. 

The reputation of the Betor forks has 
been steadily increasing in this country. 
It is well deserved. The Betors are’ a 
perfect match for the Pursang frame; 
they really work well. The rear shocks 
seem to do the job, providing a 
controlled, almost comfortable, ride. 
The seat looks too thin and like it 
should really be uncomforable, It isn’t. 
It’s neither over- or under-padded. Its 
sleek appearance fits. the look of the 
machine and its configuration fits your 
rear end, the few times you'll find 
yourself on it. It’s a natural to be up on 
the tank, leaning the low, flat bars way 
over with a foot stuck up by the front 
axle. It all works very reassuringly. 

The brakes are still not up to the 
standards of the rest of the machine, The 
front brake is greatly improved and does 
a fair job of getting the speed down to 
square off corners. The rear brake, 
regardless of adjustment, was more of a 
gesture than an effective stopping 
mechanism, All Bultacos seem to have 
an exhaust leak between the barrel and 
the header pipe. The flange seems to 
vibrate loose no matter how many trick 
set-ups are tried. These are really minor 
problems and easy enough to live with 
that some racers may not notice them, 
or mind them if they are noticed. The 
Bultaco 125 Pursang is a racer’s racer. It 
looks the part, it goes fast and the 
handling is better than ever.

CRC-sponsored Hillclimb at Running 
Springs. Despite the long distances 
travelled, despite the dust and the noise, 
there was no grumbling, for all were 
there to have a good time, and to master 
The Hill. 

Before the climb officially began the 
riders assessed the hill as best they 
could, taking practice runs up the side, 
walking part way up to test the traction 
and the angle. The riders’ evaluation of 
the hill was unanimous. It was an easy 
difficult hill with slippery good traction, 

Wes Evans’ 250 Bultaco was the first 
to make it over the top, but as the bikes 


became larger many more riders 
successfully scaled the hill. 
It was Frank Durso, riding a 


Kawasaki in the 250 class and a BSA in 
the 650 class, who made the most 
successful climbs to become King of the 
Hill. This was quite a triumph for Durso 
since he was only recently released from 
the hospital after a serious stomach 
operation. 

One of the other more impressive 
performances of the day was turned in 
by Alice Hudnall (Yam), who not only 
finished highest im the 175 class, but 
also managed to finish a whole bottle of 
Cold Duck afterwards to celebrate. 

As one CRC official said before the 
climb began, “These hillclimbers are a 
special kind of people — part mountain 
goat.” I didn’t know mountain goats 
could ride motorcycles... 
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B-ball Star Bill. Russell Tries Motocross

ORANGE, CAL., July 22, 1972 — With 
the exception of the Inter-AMA held at 
Saddleback Park in the fall, it’s not 
often you see the Wide World of Sports 
camera crew complete with helicopter 
at weekly motocross races. 

This was a day of exceptions, since 
not only was the WW ofS on hand, but 
also a man by the name of Bill Russell, 
all 6’11” of him. For those of you that 
might not know who Bill Russell is, 
think of a game that involves a big 
round ball and a hoop with a net (I 
hope that gives you a hint). Yes, one of 
the former Boston Celtics is on a new 
kick. 

For the week prior to this event Bill 
had been tutored by Gary Bailey, a man 
who makes his living teaching kids how 
to ride motocross. He was equpped with 
one of those new Yamaha 250 MX 
models, a pair of green leathers (that 
would have made a nice suit for the 
average guy considering all the leather 
that was used), and a lot of courage. 

:Who would have thought that 
behind that big, tall, mild-mannered 
giant could be the makings of a star? 
Well, I wouldn’t have, at least not until 
after his first moto, when he came 
blasting off the line dead first! Yep, 
that’s right, first. The men he was racing 
with weren’t beginners either. They 
were all in a class called “‘Old-Timers”’. 
So there had to be some experience 
somewhere in that group.

MONTEREY, CAL‘; June 23, 1972 — It 
appeared as though the ‘Kawasaki 
Superbike International” „25 Mile 
National road race was” going to be a 
head-to-head battle. between Yvon 
DuHamel on a Team Hansen Kawasaki 
and Cal Rayborn on a factory alloy 
Harley-Davidson. Calvin won the first 
heat by a comfortable margin, and Yvon 
won his by a smaller margin but posted 
a faster time in the process to get the 
pole position for the National. Also on 
the front row were Gary Fisher, Kenny 
Roberts, and Kel Carruthers, all on 
Yamahas. 

To win, Yvon was going to have to 
pull out enough of a lead to compensate 
for the. gas stop that his Kawasaki 
needed and Cal’s H-D didn’t. When the 
flag dropped Yvon hurtled away with 
his teammate Gary Nixon on his tail. 
Close behind were Rayborn, Fisher and 
Roberts. Mert Lawwill -(H-D) led the 
second wave. 

DuHamel went to work pulling out 
his lead immediately. Through turns 
two and three he moved away from his 
pursuers. Then as he exited turn four, 
his Kawasaki quit on one cylinder. He 
looked down for a moment and ran off 
course, His machine hit something and 
was pitched back onto the course into 
the path of the 50 bike, 100 mph 
charge. 

Roberts, who was right behind, said 
“I knew it was going to be bad.” It was. 

The Kawasaki spun and bounced 
along the track leaving bits and pieces in 
its wake. Dick Mann smashed-into it and 
went down, Cliff Carr and Jerry 
Christopher followed him into the 
wreckage. Gary Nixon bobbled and 
then got going again. Amazingly, no one 
else crashed and no one was seriously 
hurt. 

From the melee emerged a new 
leader: Gary Fisher. Right on his rear 
wheel was another upstart, Kenny 
Roberts: Rayborn had been forced to 
get on the brakes, but was in third at 
the end of the first lap. Paul Smart 
(Kaw) was fourth. 

As the pack screamed into the second 
lap, James Dunn crashed in turn one, a 
blind, very fast left-hander. His bike was

nearly destroyed and he was taken to 
the hospital where last reports showed 
him off the critical list. Nixon came by 
sounding very poor. Lawwill was 
beginning to drive, but then fell and 
retired. Until he did he passed a lot of 
people. 

On lap four Cal out-braked Kenny for 
turn nine and moved into second, and 
then Calvin went to work on Gary who 
was doing wheelies out of turn nine. 
Lap by lap he closed the gap. Nixon 
came by running right again. 

The people who were involved in the 
crash walked back to the pits about this 
time: Mann looking very tired, 
Christopher and. Carr looking a little 
angry, and DuHamel looking very, very 
dejected. 

On lap 18 Calvin caught Fisher and 
took over the lead. Two laps later Cal 
turned his fastest lap at one minute, 
14.775 seconds for a 91.44 a lap 
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Bugs and Burrito swap strategies. Bugs crashed. Gene was second. 
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speed. Fisher pulled off a tear-off shield 
between turns eight and nine and missed 
his braking point which was what Paul 
Smart needed to slip into second spot. 
Geof Perry was running near the front 
but he now retired with a flat tire. 
Calvin had an 11 second lead. 

Fisher now developed clutch 
problems and fell back and eventually 
pitted for several laps. Roberts was in 
third and began to stalk Smart. Gary 
Nixon pitted to fix a windshield broken 
in a crash. 

At the halfway point Smart pitted for 
gas along with Mike Lane (Yam) who 
was running sixth. Rayborn lapped Don 
Emde. 

Somewhere in here Roberts hit a 
slower rider and broke his front brake 
lever in turn nine. The order was now 
Raybor (way out there), Roberts, 
Smart, and Kel Carruthers (Yam). The 





Calvin was the man to beat—and nobody could. 





stinger on one of Smart’s chambers on 
his Seeley Kawasaki fell off and his bike 
went off key. Chuck Palmgren came in 
with clutch problems. Frank Gillespie, 
who was on a Yamaha (not a Norton or 
Triumph) for this race, got off of it in 
turn six. 

The star of the last third of the race 
was Gene Romero — the Great Mexican 
Hope to the Triumph camp. Boy, was 
Burrito charging! He zapped Carruthers 
and the slowing Smart. He took over 
second when Roberts pitted for gas and 
then pulled away from everybody 
except Rayborm. 

Nobody was going to catch Rayborn. 
He had a 22 second lead and just kept 
opening it up. It began to look like 
Calvin was closer to the leaders than 
they were to him, 

Mike Lane (Yam) came up from the 
back of the class to fifth. Mark 
Brelsford was looking good after his 
early three-lap stop to pump up a low 
front tire. Carruthers pitted for gas just 
as Cal would have caught him. Calvin, 
and that Harley really shine. 

It went like that to the flag. Calvin, 
Burrito, and that first year Expert, 
Roberts. Calvin won it going away and 
taking it (or so it looked) easy. He got a 
kiss from Nicole Morin (she’s a French 
Canadian actress and it makes winning 
worthwhile), some champagne, and got 
a good deal of prize money. 

NOVICE 50-MILER (26 LAPS) 

The Novice heat races held a lot of 
promise for the coming of a new order 
of things. This class has been dominated 
at previous Nationals by John Long. Up 
until now he has ridden his own 
Yamaha road racer, but for Laguna Seca 
he was on a 350 single prepared by 
Team Hansen, the Kawasaki racing 
organization. He walked away with his 
heat, and it looked as though we were 
going to see something besides a 
Yamaha in the top slot, particularly 
since Pat Evans has withdrawn from 
racing. Yamaha has won every 250 class 
AMA road race for years upon years, 
you see. 

The possibility of a non-Yamaha 
victory were increased when the second 
heat was won by Ralph Hudson on a 








Suzuki. He led from the flag, was passed 
on the last lap, and then nipped back by 
to win by a wheel. 

At the start of the Main, Long, as 
expected, darted out and steamed away 
from everyone. Mike Devlin on a Vesco 
Yamaha was running near the front 
until he got into the slow last turn too 
hot on lap four and wnet over the hay 
bales. He was alright but didn’t restart. 
On the following lap, Hudson pitted and 
was out. 

On lap five Tim Rockwood lost his 
chain while running in second spot, and 
he dropped out. By this time Long was 
lapping slower riders, and spectators 
began to anticipate a different brand in 
the first spot at the finish. 

It was a Kawasaki that took the 
checkers first, but it would not be 
Long’s, and in the end a Yamaha would 
win. 

On lap 13 Long pulled into the pits 
with a very large lead. The plug that had 
been used to fill the hole where the 
kickstarter shaft had been removed fell 
out, covering his rear tire with oil and 
lowering the lubricant level in his 
transmission somewhat. A hasty patch 
job was to no avail as the machine had 
to be scrutineered again. Long was out. 

This left a fellow named Ted Henter 
in the lead. Henter, who hails from 
Panama, had had more than his share of 
problems on this particular weekend. He 
had brought a nice neat Yamaha twin to 
race, but it had gone belly-up in 
practice, So in the heats, Henter rode 
the same set-up as Long, a Kawasaki 
350 single in an Al-R frame. Henter’s, 
however, was not factory backed. As a

matter of fact, it was the rattiest 
looking bike in the race. The fiberglass 
looked like it had been done by a 
three-toed sloth with a clam shell. It 
also sounded like he was using the stock 
Bighorn wide-ratio gearbox. Lord. 

Ted had more problems in his heat 
when he lost his front brake. So before 
the Main he switched the front brake 
with that on his Yamaha. That he got to 
the line at all was amazing. 

Early in the Main he had had a long 
dice with Mike Summers (Yam) for the 
place that turned into second and then 
first. After he broke free of Mike, Ted 
pulled away to be first to take the 
checkers. Summers and Mike Clarke 
(Yam). followed him home. 

—__— Fer awhile thereit looked_asthough 
Henter was going to do it up big and 
take home two grand from Kawasaki in 
addition to the prize money. He got the 
smooch from the Canadian trophy girl, 
the champagne, the wreath, the victory 
lap in the Porsche, and the attention of 
the crowd, but Summers got the win. 
Later in the afternoon, the officials got 
around to inspecting Ted’s bike, and 
someone noticed that Yamaha front 
brake. He was disqualified. “‘The brake 
as used during the race was not 
approved for that particular machine 
under the AMA regulations.” A Mickey 
Mouse rule (if it is safe and financially 
feasible on a Yamaha, why not on 
another bike in the same class) but a 
rule, nonetheless.

The Fearless Frog held it, 
even stretched it out a bit for two laps, 
but then the sun came out, and Fisher’s 
Yamaha seemed to find some 
encouragement, and that apparently 
inspired Fisher. 

Down the hill from turn six he came, 
going very quickly through the closing 
radius turn seven, and then picking a 
graceful sweeping line through turn 
eight, a line which carried him past 
Yvon and back into the lead. Then, 
smoothly but fiercely, Gary proceeded 
to stretch it out.

Many motorcyclists have no doubt 
considered, as they rode through a 
thunder storm, that being exposed to 
the elements has certain disadvantages. 
There have been many attempts to deal 
with this problem in the past dating 
back as far as 1907. The most recent 
version of the two wheeled car/enclosed 
motorcycle is the “‘Bi-Car’ which was 
created by Bell Vehicles, Inc. 

The Bi-Car is powered by a Kawasaki 
- 500 or 750 three cylinder engine which 
is mounted above and to the rear of the 
rear wheel. To back up the machine the 
engine is run backwards. This is 
accomplished by installing an extra set 
of ignition sensors: five speeds forward 
or reverse, 

The prototype chassis uses normal 
motorcycle wheels although any 
production units will use one piece 
mag-type wheels. The support wheels 
are activated by a lever in the driving 
compartment. At low speeds a light 
comes on to remind the operator to 
lower the support wheels. The vehicle 
carries two people in tandem between 
the wheels.

handlebar/steering wheel in the standard 
motorcycle configuration. The headlight 


pops up like a Corvette’s. It is nine feet, 


ten inches long; 33 inches wide; and 
weighs 480 pounds. 

When we went out to look at the 
beastie they offered to let us watch a 
demonstration run. When it was 
unloaded from the trailer a good-sized 
crowd gathered to ogle the unusual 
machine. The usual question was: 
“What is it?” Reaction varied from 
amused to fascinated. 

The pictures tell a lot about the 
Bi-Car. Runs are presently being made 
with the wheels down until a little 
familiarity with the machine is gained. 
One of the claims made for the machine 
is that it is safer. It is hard to say 
whether or not this would be true. 
There isn’t enough steering lock to 
correct in a slide. Some of the 
nimbleness and maneuverability of the 
conventional motorcycle is lost in the 
Bi-Car. On the other hand the rider is 
enclosed, which at least looks safer. The 
lowness of the machine would make it 
less visible than one of the motorcycles 
we are used to.

bars also came from the 500 Four. It 
has oil pressure, neutral, turn indicator, 
and high beam lights. There is nothing 
to monitor temperature or charging. 
Both would be handy. 

There were a few problems with the 
K-2. It leaked oil which has been very 
rare for the Hondas in our experience. 
The oil line that emerges from the 
bottom of the tank dropped a lot-on: the 
pipes arid ‘footpegs. The pipes did a 
good job of baking it on. It also leaked a 
bit around the top end of the cylinder 
in two places. Our machine also didn’t 
idle, which wasn’t any problem while 
the throttle dampener worked, because 
you could just set the throttle slightly 
open. The problem was only a minor 
one because of the electric starter. If it 
stalled you just gave the button a jab. 


We were only able to pump 37 miles 
out of a gallon of gas. This was only 
about three miles per gallon better than 
the Kawasaki 750 that we tested. Part 
of the reason for this is probably the 
weight which requires a good deal more 
push to move away from a stop. In pure 
touring use the mileage could be 
expected to improve somewhat. In any 
event, you should get over 120 miles to 
the tank and that is enough for one 
sitting for most riders. 


In the time and miles (about 1000) 
that we had it, the big four never 
required any maintenance. The plugs 
would load up after a long downtown 
burble session, but they cleared off in a 
mile or so of freeway riding. 


The Honda 750 has changed a great 
deal. It has moved much closer to the 
CB-500 in concept. It has become much 
more a touring bike and much less a 
superbike. It is heavier and slower, but 
it is also much smoother and pleasanter. 
The interesting thing is that there have 
been so few changes in the appearance 
of the thing. The most obvious styling 
change is the headlight brackets which 
have been chromed. The seat, tank, 
pipes, and so on have stayed the same 
visually. 

Externally, the pipes look the same 
with the same painted- -on holes in the 


heat guards. The pipes are different 
internally. The tank now has a decal 
rather than a painted stripe. Our 


machine sported a wrinkle in the decal. 
Tsk, tsk. 

The covers on the side of the machine 
are still made of plastic which is a fine 
idea: light and inexpensive to 
manufacture. The lack of expense is not 
reflected in their retail price however. 
The average owner will turn a light 
green at the $17 price tag. That doesn’t 
include the logo and jewel, either. 

It is that jewel that really symbolizes 





what the Honda 750 is trying to be: 
luxurious, refined, prestigious. It is also 
expensive to maintain when the time for 
service or parts comes around. 
Fortunately, the time won’t come very 
often. One thing that the Honda 750 is 
not is unique. There are a lot of them 
around, You won’t be the only dude

Cycle News Dixie 
The 1972 racing season began for an 
unheralded young Novice road racer 
named John Long in February when he 
was handed back the $1,000 he had put 
down as a deposit on a TD-3 Yamaha. 


. The dealer had written the refund check 


on toilet paper. “It was a bummer. I’d 
given them the $1,000 deposit and 
really expected a bike. The vibrations 
we got after speaking to Yamaha was 
that the bike had never been ordered. 
Through the months they had that 
money the Yamaha east coast road man 
and the dealer obviously never ordered 
the bike — just a bummer,” stated Long. 

The 21-year-old Florida resident, who 
has completed two years of college and 
plans to return to school in the fall, was 
finally able to obtain a TD-3 the night 
before the Amateur road races at 
Daytona. Long had gotten in touch with 
Dirty Distributing Co. of Atlanta 
through his friend and ex-Dirty 
employee, Conrad Urbanowski, a fine 
road racer himself. 

“I ran the Amateur race at Daytona 
just to make sure the bike would run. I 
didn’t really run it hard and like it had 
baffles in it. I’d finished third a couple 
of years ago on a Ducati in the 200 class 
and I’d won the 250 Sportsman race last 
year.” Long won the Amateur race 
easily. 

A couple of days later Long took his 
newly acquired Yamaha to a convincing 
victory in the Novice race beating out a 
factory sponsored Yamaha rider named 
Evans. “Pat Evans — yeah, I’m envious 
of him,” Who wouldn’t be — a factory 
sponsored Novice is a rarity and to 
another Novice who came very close to 
not even being able to buy a bike the 
sight of the factory leathers, spare bikes 
and truckloads of parts was more than 
enough to turn Long green with envy. 

Midway through the season, after 
four road races the score is John Long — 
4; factory rider — 0; the envy must be 
emanating from Evans. Long, whose 
time in college is being spent in pursuit 
of a degree in English, states quietly and 
seriously, “Pat’s a good racer but he 
needs some more experience. A lot of 
the California road courses he raced on 
are similar to our Florida ones — drag 
strip straights connected with 90 degree 
turns. Pat needs a little more flop it this 
way and that way kind of experience. I 
also think he’s a little rough on the 
equipment; like his shifts don’t seem all 
that smooth.” 

The four National weekend wins 
haven’t been all that easy for the tall, 
slim Floridian. He started the Daytona 
race with a problem that almost caused 
him to pit after the first lap while he 
was in the lead. “I came off the bank 
into the infield and couldn’t see a thing. 
I had taped up my face shield all the 
way around and when I exhaled it 
fogged up completely and that really 
flipped me out. I said I’d better pull 
into the pits and tear off the tape but I 
was in the lead so I just kept on going. 
It eventually cleared up into a small V 
shaped opening that I could see out of.”

“Road Atlanta is beautiful,” says 
Long as he face lights up. But Road 
Atlanta, the site of the second AMA 
National road race of the season, wasn’t 
beautiful on the starting grid as John’s 
engine quit with the one minute board 
up and after he pushed across the line to 
restart the engine Referee Charlie 
Watson pulled him off the grid. Long 
got the bike refired and was allowed to 
get underway after the first wave had 
taken off down the front straight. He 
proceeded to turn in what many veteran 
onlookers call the greatest Novice road 
race performance ever. By the fourth 
lap he had worked his way up to second 
place and as he puts it, “When I caught 
up with Pat I decided to see where he 
was at and chase along behind him but 
by lap 10 or 12 I decided to dispel him 
and just go on and race and that’s been 
my philosophy ever since — to just go 
out there and ride rather than be 
bothered with chasing and all that 
stuff.” Giving credit to Evans Long 
added, “At Road Atlanta his bike was 
geared too low — so that was. their 
mistake.” 
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Long —.2, Evans — 0. 

The next stop for the AMA road race 
circuit was Louden and Long, who had 
raced the course several times before, 
wanted to turn times as fast as the 
Juniors and Experts would on their 
250’s in the Combined race. “Well, I 
came close,” was his only comment. 
Long, once again, won the Novice race 
easily after Pat Evans’ engine let go. 

Long — 3, Evans — 0. 

Several weeks later Indy was the 
place and Long-gone was the name of 
the game as Long crossed the line at the 
end of the first lap with a three second 
lead. Other than lapping the majority of 
the field he had no competition. 

Long — 4, Evans — 0. 

While he has won every AMA Novice 
race this season he has also lost a few 
non-AMA events but he used those races 
to polish his act and gain the experience 
he. feels is needed to excel on asphalt. 
He had to settle for second place behind 
Gary Fisher at Bridgehampton in an 
AAMRR race and while he stresses the 
fact that for that race he was aboard a 
tired bike and Fisher had two machines,

“All we do is think a little smaller, 
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one to practice on and one to race, he 
adds, “What Fisher really did at 
Bridgehampton was ride insanely in the 
corners. He rode on a level that I didn’t 
want to that day, maybe some other 
day but not that one. There were 
certain sections I thought I was better in 
than him and some that I thought we 
were equal in. But, little tricks you use 
to deceive people or shake them with 
just didn’t work on him.” 

A few weeksafter the Indy road race 
John ventured to Canada to race at 
Mosport in what was billed as the 
Canadian Gran Prix. After going 
through a lengthy hassle getting his 
equipment across the border John got 
off heavily in a 125 heat race and said 
that after that he really didn’t feel much 
like racing the other classes. But race he 
did with the final results showing a 
second in a 250 heat race behind Jim 
Dunn, a DNF in the 250 Main caused by 
his engine letting go while he was 
leading and a second, aboard a 
borrowed, ill-fitting 350 Yamaha, in the 
500 class. The winner of the 500 race 
that day was the man John ranks along 
with Paul Smart as the best road racer 
competing in the AMA races — Yvon 
duHamel. 

John,when naming Yvon and Smart as 
the best, gave as reasons, “They just 
love road racing. They are out there 
road racing and scratching all the time. I 
don’t flat track, motocross or T.T. so I 
really don’t know if you can do all three 


or even five different things and become - 


really proficient in one. Dirt doesn't 
scare me. I’m just not comfortable 
there. Maybe if I had been brought up 
on it, but my legs just don’t seem right 
sticking out there — I have enough 
problems just getting tucked in — 
they’re just too long. But with road 
racing — well, I remember getting all the 
British and European magazines and 
newspapers and reading them every 


night; buying the black leathers and half 
shell helmets, the whole scene. I just 
love road racing.” 

The fact that he loves road racing is 
obvious when talking with John. He 
gives one the impression that he could 
talk day and night about nothing but 
road racing. “In practice I work on one 
corner at a time. You get most of it 
down pat and, then you work on each 
corner individually and then put it all 
together in your head and through the 
seat of your pants for the race.” John 
tells how he used a 125 in AAMRR 
racing to learn a circuit, “I used the 
smaller bike as a tool to help me learn 
the circuit, to find the right lines 
particularly through bumpy sections. I 
felt that I was one up on the other guys 
in the 250 races after having run the 
125 around.” 

When we informed John that Dave 
Smith, who was injured in a postrace 
accident after Road Atlanta, was back 
racing at San Jose while Long was at 
Mosport he smiled and said, “Great, 
that’s beautiful. You know, I thought 
that the Vesco-Smith team was the best 
relationship of all the American teams.” 

John, who will be traveling to 
California for the Laguna Seca race with 
Conrad Urbanowski, is usually 
accompanied at the Nationals by his 
father. “He helps me with the bikes, the 
tuning and rebuilding, he helps with the 
morale thing — he’s my best friend.” 

When the subject of street riding was 
brought up the fastest Novice road racer 
in the country got a little wide eyed and 
commented, “Scared to death of the 
street bikes — paranoia. I haven’t ridden 
a street bike since I had a paper route. 


You have to have the head working for ° 


you to ride on the street. I know people 
who really enjoy it. They ride every day 
to work and back home, every day and 
all night long, you know, just ride. But I 
get out there and I’m either road racing 
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or poking. If you go about it right you 
can get away with it but I just don’t 
think I could be that aware, you know, 

_ enough of the time. I know I’m aware 
in a car but you’re hanging out so much 
more on a bike.” 

While John opens up when discussing 
road racing he seems hesitant to delve 
deeply into the problems he has had 
with what he calls ‘Yamaha politics.” 
Besides the dealer hassle in February, 
John and his father also hassled with 
Yamaha after they ran ads saying things 
like “John Long wins Daytona on 
Yamaha.” Long commented, “I didn’t 
like their saying John Long won this 
and Long won that on a bike that they 
didn’t even sell me. It irked me 
particularly at Daytona when I heard 
Kel Carruthers tell everyone listening to 
those nightly radio broadcasts that the 
Yamahas he rides were available to 
anyone through Yamaha dealers. I paid 
Dirty for every thing I got from Daytona 
through the Indy and Mosport races — 
the bike, the spare parts, everything. I 
just worked out something with them to 
get parts enough to rebuild my engine 
for Laguna Seca but still don’t have 
anything definite for next year. But I 
would have been out of it without 
them. They were instrumental in getting 
me a bike in the first place.” 

John only shakes his head, looks at 
the ground and says, “No,” when asked 
if anyone has offered him a sponsored 
ride for next year. Incredible but true — 
not one soul has approached John Long 
— the winner of all four National 
weekend Novice road races; the man 
who at thosc four races soundly 
defeated a factory sponsored rider; the 
man who finished only a handful of 
seconds down on Yvon duHamel over 
75 miles at Mosport. 

Maybe after Laguna Seca, Talladega 
and Ontario the score will be Long — 7; 
Opposition — 0, and then perhaps 
someone out there will recognize the 
talent that belongs to one John Long.

"Round the Campfire

A motorcycle club has many 
functions. To the serious 
racer,belonging to a club means getting 
a fast pit stop and knowing there is 
somebody to come get him if he breaks 
down or runs out of gas. 

To his wife, it may mean having other 
women to keep her company while her 
man is out racing and freedom from 
hustling a five gallon gas can while she 
juggles water and goggle rag and tries to 
snag the Number 10 wrench out of the 
toolbox with her toes. 

For many racers, belonging to a club 
means having somebody to race to the 
bomb on Saturday, and a partner for 
trail riding. 

Saturday night around the campfire is 
an important part of desert racing. 
Bench racing, exchanging the latest 
Polish jokes, bitching about bad runs, 
bragging about good rides, showing off 
for each other and trying to ease some 
of the pre-race tension, it has the air of 
an outdoor cocktail party. For many 
people this aspect, which is found in no 
other type of racing, is what makes 
desert racing. 

Before choosing a club you have to 
decide what kind of racer you want to 
be. If you are just riding for fun and like 
to whoop it up on Saturday night, or 
„whether you would rather join a club 
that is oriented more toward families, or 
if you want to get a real race-face on 
and be a.super go-fast. 

If you are really serious about your 
racing, get into one of the competition 
clubs. The other members are serious 
too, and if you are still learning to race, 
just riding to the smokebomb with one 
of the super-fast guys can be a real 
education, The best way to learn to go 
fast is to try to keep up with somebody 
who is just a little quicker than you. 
Keep an eye on him and try to do what 
he does. (No, you can’t start with 
J-.N...you have to be able to keep him in 
sight, at least.) 

Not too surprisingly, fast men want 
everybody in their club to be fast, too, 
and they will nag you, harrass you while 
you're trailing with them, and share 
their tips on how to make it over 
troublesome spots. 

Pit stops are very important if you 
are shooting for one of those little 
numbers. A competition club will have a 
crack pit-team and good equipment to 
make the job go smooth and fast. Pit 
stops in the ten second bracket are not 
unusual with the right crew. It may take 
a while to get used to the pit boss 
shoving you back onto the course 
before you are ready, but you can 
sometimes pick up three or four places 
with his help. 

A bonus of the competition club is 
that they usually retire reasonably early 
on Saturday night so you need not 
worry about a bunch of loud partyers 
keeping you from your beauty sleep. 

If you like to drink and whoop it up 
and don’t care about bags under your 
eyes or holding the world’s record for 
unfinished races, there are several clubs 
you. can join. Just ride around the 
camping area any Saturday night and 
follow the noise. 

A minor drawback in belonging to 
one of these clubs is that it is difficult 


to race with a hangover. Even if you get 
up feeling good, your pit-crew probably 
won’t, and you are likely to spend ten 
minutes in the pits as they pour water in 
your tank, throw gas down your back 
and wipe your goggles with an oily rag. 

Still, their Saturday night campfire 
group is a lively one and can really be a 
ball to visit. 

The third type of club is a blend of 
the other two and is composed mainly 
of families. This group is a “good 
clean-fun” club to belong to, not so 
up-tight that you can’t have a beer, but 
straight enough so you don’t have to 
worry about your kids learning all the 
wrong words before they are even able 
to walk. 

Pit stops in these clubs are usually 
not so fast as with the competition 
clubs, but are reasonably fast and in 
some cases, quite rapid. 

The members of the family clubs 
usually race for finisher pins and fun, 
and if they get a trophy once in a while, 
it is a bonus. You won’t find them 
giving up the new furniture in favor of a 
new bike for Dad, but most members 
will be out a couple of times a month 
and they probably have more fun than 
either the serious racers or the partyers. 

A club gives its members a sense of 
belonging and most identify strongly 
with their respective clubs, each firmly 
convinced that theirs is the best 
motorcycle club in the desert. 

Strong friendships are developed and 
calls of, “Anybody got a spare 3.50x19 
tube?” or “Hey, Bill, you got some 
extra VBA?” are not uncommon. 

Whatever your reason for joining, 
serious competition or companionship, 
it is neat to be in a club.

LUCERNE VALLEY, CAL., July 23, 
1972 — Young Tom Brooks, mounted 
on a screaming 125 DKW, was first 
overall in the Desert Vipers Hare 
Scrambles. It has been a long time 
coming for Tom; he just couldn’t seem 
to find the machinery, the right course 
and set of circumstances to make it 
happen. The fast downhill ‘starting area 
and a tight, rough riders’ course were 
the perfect set-up for Tom and the little 
DKW to win today. Tom’s win marks 
the first time a bike this small has ever 
won overall in the desert. 

A.C. Bakken (Hus), riding his first 
heavyweight Expert race, grabbed the 
lead off the line and held it for what he 
says was about 20 seconds before Larry 
Pfutzenreuter (Bul) took over. The 
more experienced Pfutz battled it out 
with A.C. to the bomb, then Larry 
started pulling away. 

Up to the first check, the course was 
WFO country with super get-off cross 
drainage in spots. Vipers had these well 
danger marked, though, and you had to 
be asleep to eat it. 

After Check One, the course dropped 
into a fast no rocks sandwash with just 
enough bumps and sharp corners to 
keep it interesting, onto a rocky fire 
road for about a mile, then out across 
rocky desert. Next came the rocky 
up-hill that really strung everybody out. 

Pfutz still had the lead here, but 
starting up the hill, the 250 Bul coughed 
and sputtered and Tom Brooks and the 
little DKW went screaming by. 

Shortly after the hill, Pfutz hit a rock 
that wound his brake lever around his 
footpeg and when he stopped to 
straighten it out Jim Fishback (CZ) 
went charging by in chase of Tom 
Brooks, leaving Larry in third place and 
Bakken in fourth. 

More rocky desert followed, then a 
rocky up-hill sandwash, down a cobby 


process for this year’s ISDT effort and 
we believe that we have assembled a 
team which will reflect the rising quality 
of endurance competition in the United 
States.

It doesn’t happen very often, but 
occasionally there is a reward for virtue 
and it was never more evident than this 
Sunday on the desert. Some 850 riders 


answered the call to motorcycling 
virtue, ignored dire prophecies of 
intolerable heat in the desert, and 


showed up to ride the SRA’s Crack O’ 
Dawn Enduro, Far from roasting in the 
heat as any non-virtuous slug-a-bed 
might have predicted, they enjoyed an 
almost-cool, very pleasant ride. 

Virtue in this case had a big boost 
from the SRA ‘itself, which hedged its 
bet by starting the enduro literally at 
dawn’s first light. The first man went 
off at a very dim 5:30 a.m, Succeeding 
waves of seven and eight riders took off 
at one-minute intervals until after eight 
o’clock, when, admittedly, it was 
starting to warm up a bit. But all the 
riders had finished the short 60 mile 
run long before the desert became as 
uncomfortable as sweltering Los 
Angeles. 

The run was typical of what has come 
to be expected of the SRA. About 20 
miles out, there was a 20 minute rest 
stop where Continental breakfast was 
served from a catering truck in the 
middle of the desert. Juice, coffee and 


miles there was another stop, this time 
for gas, again about 20 minutes. Finally, 
about 26 miles later, the end. Starting 
on Number 32 with a mere 210 riders 
ahead of me, I was back at my truck 
enjoying a not-very-well-earned but 
greatly appreciated bottle of Gatorade 
by 9:15. Everyone, even the slowest 
were off the desert before noon, 

About 600 finisher pins were passed 
out before the SRA ran out, so it’s 
obvious that the mortality rate was not 
very high. Trophies will be awarded 
according to the SRA policy of 
awarding a trophy to almost anyone 
who shows a good performance in 
almost any recognizable category.

Maybe the SRA should 
adopt Hertz’s slogan, “We Put You In 
The Driver’s Seat For Only 10¢ A Mile, 
You Pay The Gas”.

a veteran enduro rider go all misty-eyed. 
A collection of dirt roads, sandwash and 
choppy desert sums up the whole thing. 
Usually I take my camera along and 
plan to stop at spectacular spots and 
trouble spots to take pictures. This time 
I found myself back at the truck with 
no pictures. There was just nothing on 
the course that was giving anyone any 
trouble, so I had to go back out and 
pick a spot in a sandwash to shoot some 
pixs. 

The important thing of course is that 
this is just the ideal course for the riders 
who make up the major portion of the 
SRA clientele made up of young kids, 
wives, and girl friends of more 
experienced riders, old timers for whom 
100 miles of back-breaking riding is a 
drag — beginners who are trying to pile 
up some experience before tackling 
something rougher and many, many 
squirrels. A squirrel is typically about 
17-years-old, has three months riding 


experience, absolutely no fear, an 
unbreakable body and an infinitely 
breakable 400cc motocross bike. He 


tunes his bike all night long and if he 
doesn’t seize it on the pit road, and 
manages to get up in time for the start 
in the morning, he’ll race you on any 
smooth surface, blasting you into 
oblivion with a shower of rocks and 
gravel from his new Barum tire. If he 
would just be gone then, it would be 
okay, but he inevitably crashes 50 feet 
in front of you. Riding over him is poor 
practice because the sharp edges on his 
mangled machine will often deflate your 
tires and cause you to be late at the 
next check. 

Squirrels were the only hazard 
worthy of mention on the SRA course, 
though, so one can’t complain too 
much. There were four checks, in very 
predictable spots, visible from miles 
away so the scores are generally pretty 
low. My guess would be that at least ten 
riders will zero the entire course and 
that it will take a score of less than ten 
to make it on the first three pages of the 
results, putting a rather stiff premium 
on accurate time keeping. There were a 
few of the old pros out there. I saw 
Dave Evans go flying by on his Ossa and 
I understand that Bud and Ellie 
Howesman were riding, though I didn’t 
get a chance to see them. The absence 
of club colors from the District clubs 
though was astounding. One tends to 
think of the District as embracing most 
of the riders in the area and then 
suddenly there are 800 riders at one 
event who are totally oblivious to the 
District. Like middle-aged America 
suddenly discovering that half its 
population is kids. 

The event was run with quite a 
considerable amount of precision, The 
check times were accurate and the 


-jumpers at the 


distances seemed so to me, though I did 
hear one or two complaints. The 
marking was adequate but not 
exceptional and some riders did get lost. 
The only serious problem was a lack of 
adequate rescue facilities. One fellow 
complained that his buddy lay out in 
the sun with a broken shoulder for over 
four hours, while another tried to get 
help for a girl who became too sick to 
ride and was told that the one available 
four-wheel-drive vehicle was out at the 
moment and had another assignment as 
soon as it came back, so the girl would 
have to wait awhile. 

This is a problem that deserves some 
serious attention, not only by the SRA 
but by all the smaller independent 
organizations. With the number of 
riders, especially inexperienced riders, 
that they attract, it is only a matter of 
time until the law of averages becomes 
enforced in the form of a fatality. Maybe 
several smaller organizations could pool 
their resources and produce several 
rescue vehicles, or maybe there should 
be a few less trophies and the money 
spent to provide rescue facilities. One 
accident, especially if it involved a 
youngster, done up in typical LA Times 
fashion on the front page could set the 
sport back quite a ways. The SRA did 
have an ambulance at the pits, but not 
much use on the course. 

A new form of _ intolerable 
bureaucratic nonsense reared its ugly 
head this weekend. Ron Vincelette, who 
runs the SRA events, received a letter 
from the Bakersfield office of the BLM 
informing him that he would have to 
put up a $2,000 cash bond and pay the 
BLM a flat fee of $1 per rider of 10% of 
the proceeds of the event, whichever 
was greater. No law or bureau regulation 
was cited. It appears that the BLM may 
have some notion of creating an empire 
at the expense of cyclists, a notion that 
should be quickly discouraged until, and 
unless, the BLM comes up with some 
program that can be shown to be of 
some benefit to someone. After all, the 
Fish and Game Department at least 
provides trout for the fishermen that it 
taxes; the BLM has yet to provide even 
an outhouse for the use of riders. The 
Forest Service always helps in the 
planning stages of runs and inevitably 
has several men on the site on the day 
of an event to help things go smoothly, 
and they don’t demand any ‘such 
exorbitant fees. Ron is going to visit the 
man in charge, and I will report on this 
situation in my next column. 
Meanwhile, warm up your writing hand. 

The SRA is providing some nice rides 
for experienced riders and some 


challenging rides for the inexperienced. 
Try one. You’ll probably find, as I did, 
that it’s nice to be home early without 
being tired once in awhile.

CMA Rough Scrambles

Full lock 
slides at 60 mph on knobby tires are 
something to see. The best show, again, 
was the 250 Expert class. 

The 250 Expert had been THE class 
to watch at recent races. Sunday it was

IRVINE, CAL., July 23; 1972 — One of 
the finest motocross organizations in 
the Southern California area came 
through with another startling show at 
Saddleback Park for the last race in 
July. 

A spunky crew of well-experienced 
first time AME racers in the 100 class 
hit the Saddleback track in smooth 
style. Meanwhile several other 
consistent 100 racers were moaning and 
groaning with their mechanically 
tortured machines at their sides, all 
flamed out and hurting their positions 
as each lap passed. 

Ric Roberts, who is favored as the 
top Junior racers, would snatch the lead 
but would again and again be led to 
despair with a mechanically failing 
Hodaka on his hands. It looked like Bob 
Stem was going to succumb with 
problems from his Hodaka during the 
first moto when mucho sputtering 
started from his fast but unsure engine. 

As soon as the thunder started to roar 
once again from the tuned pipe of Stem, 
things immediately changed as seen in 
the second and third moto that gave 
him a. first overall in the 100 
Intermediate over the rest of the 
Juniors. 

Bob Brennan (DKW), a consistent 
Precision Cycle racer could take but a 
second with only himself and Stem 
entering in the always small 
Intermediate class. 

The top scoring 100 Junior racers, 
both on Hodaka motocross machines, 
were Ken Welford and John Salisky 
next to a red Penton 100 racer, Don 
Bridges. This class would have different 
results if Roberts (Hod) had continued. 
Likewise with Bill Glore (Hod) who ran 
faster than ever but missed the’ first 
moto, 

Among the super classes of the AME 
today was the 125 Junior race where in 
the lead were two guys, Stu Egli (Bul) 
and Greg Lersch (Pen), who are both 
commonly seen on the other side of 
Saddleback Park racing Minis, but will 
now be seen here on the big motocross 
track trying to smoke some of the 125 
Junior hot dogs. 

Stu Egli played tough and hung in 
there for a first while Lersch fell back in 
the standings and missed a trophy by 
one position, but did fantastic in his 
first motocross at Saddleback. Robert 
Elliot (Pen), Jim Felton (Pen)-and Vince 
Vawter (Bul) placed behind Egli. 

Dennis Miles, on a very fast Bultaco, 
ate up the 250 Juniors and rarely shared 
the first place position with anybody.

At times he had a huge lead over a herd 
that had only a few competitors who 
really seemed to know how to keep it 
on the pipe. 

Miles’ nearest threats were Eric 
Watral (Yam), Stephen Watts (CZ) and 
Tim Fox on another Jawa-CZ. These 
three racers fell short of taking first 
place today but kept very consistent in 
their positions. : 

Tim Fox, a member of the Guatamala 
Ground Grippers MC, looked mighty 
sharp in the 250 Junior class and is 
seemingly moving up as weekly racing 
goes by. Tim used to boggie around the 
AME track on a fair running 250 
Yammie but now makes it look much 
easier on his new CZ. 

Two new innovations in the AME 
that will affect many of you will be in 
effect soon, so listen up.

“Bring” Doesn't Mean “Drive” 

With the registration of 9,850 
off-highway vehicles during the first two 
weeks since a new state law took effect, 
two misunderstandings already have 
appeared, Director of Motor Vehicles 
Robert Cozens said today. 

“When we say that owners must 
‘bring’ their trail bikes, dune buggies 
and mini-bikes to our offices,” Cozens 
said, “‘that means loading them into 
trucks or onto trailers. Off-highway 
vehicles which are not licensed for street 
use must be transported, not driven. 
Anyone who operates an unlicensed 
motor vehicle on public roads leaves 
himself open to citation by the 
California Highway Patrol.” 

Most vehicles not previously 
registered must be brought in to local 
DMV offices for checking of frame 
serial numbers. If a vehicle lacks such a 
number, it is assigned one at the DMV 
office. The purpose is to aid the 
property owner by providing a means of 
checking stolen vehicles or parts. 

The second major misunderstanding, 
Cozens said, is many people’s belief that 
they must double-register vehicles they 
intend to use off-highway. 

“The law does not require owners to 
obtain both street and off-highway 
registration,” Cozens explained. “They 
may take their choice, depending on 
how and where they intend to operate 
their vehicles.”

A surprising number of 200cc bikes 
showed up and Rick Reed, all the way 
from Central Cal. went home with the 
big (sic) brass, while Manuel Crummett 
took home the second place honors to 
Reno, Nevada.

Mike had more than his fair share of 
troubles and after rebuilding the gear 
box to ride the Semi, he won it in a flash 
with outstanding feet up slides that 
brought the stands to their feet more 
than once. 

In the Main, Kenyon pulled a third 
gear start that left him bogged on the 
line and when he finally got away the 
pack was going into the back corner. 
Mike caught the pack and was about to 
take over fifth spot on the fifth lap 
when the race was checkered.

THE RIDERS’ ORGANIZATION 

In the May 16th issue of Cycle News 
I proposed, in a rather tentative way, 
the formation of a riders’ organization 
to act in a concerted fashion for the 
benefit of all riders, whether they rode 
dirt bikes, road bikes, choppers or what 
have you. My intention was that this 
organization would be composed of 
imaginative individuals who liked the 
idea of attacking problems from an 
unconventional standpoint, and who 
wouldn’t mind doing something for 
other members of the cycling fraternity 
whose idea of the sport was different 
from their own. 

It may be that I’m an incurable 
romantic, but it seemed to me that a 
whole flock of desert riders showing up 
in court to support a chopper pilot or a 
group of road riders helping in a desert 
clean-up could do wonders for the 
sport. It also seemed that some of the 
things we might do could be fun, a kind 
of Yippie movement for motorcyclists. 

The response was hardly 
overwhelming. To be precise, there were 
exactly 12 replies, but some of them 
represented clubs. This in itself I didn’t 
find too discouraging. People have a 
tendency to wait and see if something is 
going to go before they get involved, 
and many organizations that have 
changed the course of history have 
started with fewer people. 

What was discouraging was that 
several of the people who did respond 
did so in a spirit that was contrary to 
what I had in mind. For instance, one 
fellow wrote and urged me not to 
oppose helmet legislation. He wanted 
me to get “off my soapbox and do some 
honest thinking.” Now, many of you 
who read my column regularly will 
realize that I have not been very heavily 
involved, professionally, in fighting 
helmet legislation. When I ride without 
a helmet (about once every two years) I 
feel off-balance. Id feel more 
comfortable riding without my pants. If 
my boy rides without a helmet, he loses 
his bike right then and there. It’s very 
difficult for me to get emotionally 
involved in fighting something that is 
personally like second nature. On the 
other hand, I realized that regardless of 
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how I felt emotionally, it was very 
necessary to fight this sort of thing. If 
the State can force you to protect 
yourself in one area, it can do so in 
other areas. This is simply the rule of 
precedent. Lets assume the helmet 
legislation passed and after two years 
the CHP could show that deaths had 
decreased by some percentage. it 
wouldn’t take much in the way of 
logical argument to show that deaths 
could be further reduced by banning 
motorcycles altogether. All the same 
arguments would apply. A dead 
motorcyclist leaves a family who must 
pay bills, etc. And the principle that the 
State has the power to make you 
protect yourself would already be 
established. The issue then is not 
helmets but freedom and God knows 
there are little enough left. So I wrote 
letters and “got on my soapbox’”’, not to 
urge a practice that I personally don’t 
believe in, but to urge that we defend 
one of our few remaining freedoms, the 
freedom to risk one’s neck in whatever 
fashion one feels like, a freedom 
incidentally that is enjoyed by 
mountaineers, parachutists, freeway 
drivers and business men who risk 
coronaries everytime they take a step up 
the corporate ladder. I don’t do any of 
these things and I don’t ride without a 
helmet, but the freedom to do so is 
important to me. 

Another fellow wrote a long letter to 
disagree with my suggestion that 
“anywhere a horse can go a 
motorcyclist should also be permitted.” 
He explained that he was a backpacker 
as well as a motorcyclist and that it is 
occasionally important to be able to get 
away from it all, to enjoy solitude, 
wilderness, and above all, quiet. I 
couldn’t agree more. I, too, am a 
backpacker and I’ve toted my Kelty 
over a good percentage of the John Muir 
trail, over a dozen high altitude passes, 
and up Mount Whitney a couple of 
times. I’m an enthusiastic trout 
fisherman and skier, Anyone who 
proposed allowing bikes in genuine 
wilderness areas would find me a lot 
more vicious opponent than most Sierra 
Club members. Wilderness, like 
freedom, is vanishing before our eyes. 
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What does he mean when he says: 


“..[’d feel more comfortable 
riding without my pants. ” 





Whatever area is suitable for 
preservation as wilderness should be 
cherished and protected by all of us. 
Even if we as motorcyclists don’t feel 
like enjoying it, our children or our 
children’s children might. 

But I stand by my statement that 
where horses are allowed, motorcyclists 
have an equal right. A horse is no better, 
and quite often worse, than a 
motorcycle in the wilderness. Most of 
the high altitude meadows in the Sierra 
have been ruined and will remain so for 
decades, not by cycles, but by horses. 
They don’t belong there any more then 
motorcycles do. Some wilderness areas 
have extremely fragile ecologies and the 
presence of horses, motorcycles, 
snowmobiles or anything else of that 
nature is destructive. The solution in 
areas such as that is to get the horses 
out, not get the motorcyclists in. 

In many areas of the country horses 
are allowed but motorcyclists aren’t. 
These areas are not wilderness and never 
will be, regardless of what the Sierra 
Club or the legislature decides. Some 
such places that the Sierra Club would 
like to have designated as Wilderness are 
too close to civilization; others are so 
unappealing from an aesthetic viewpoint 
that it would be pointless to designate 
them wilderness. In these areas I think 
cyclists and horsemen both should have 
trails. 

Most of the letters I received 
emphasized that the writer was willing 
to write to congressmen and other 
legislators on a regular basis, and they 
ignored the “Direct Action” part of 
what I suggested. Writing letters is great 
and should be a part of our program, 
but a secondary part, in support of 
organizations like MORE and the AMA. 
These organizations are already well 
established and functioning; it would be 
pointless to start another one to do the 


same thing. None of these already 
functioning organizations, however, 
have much of a “Direct Action” 


program andnone of them have what I 
call for lack of a better term the 
“eccumenical spirit,’ the desire to work 
(or play) for all elements of the sport. 

I did receive some encouraging 
replies. I was very surprised to receive a 
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postcard from the Prospectors stating 
simply that they would like to be 
“counted in”. In thinking about it, I 
shouldn’t have been surprised; the 
Prospectors have been in the forefront 
of things a number of times. They threw 
the first night-time enduro two years 
ago. Now every one’s doing it. They held 
an ISDT qualifier three years ago to 
raise money to send a couple of riders 
over to Spain, when the AMA wasn’t 
sure what the initials ISDT stood for. I 
was not only surprised but very happy 
as well; encouragement could not come 
from a better source. I also got 
encouraging replies from the Hilltoppers 
M.C., of Long Beach, the Stanislaus 
Trailbike Association and the 
Huntington Beach MC. There were 
several individual riders who want to 
participate, some street riders and some 
cow trailers. So things are not entirely 
bleak, although it looks like we have 
quite a ways to go before we have a 
functioning organization. 

In that column I kicked out a few 
ideas and one met with a measure of 
approval: a ride-in at O’Neil park. Three 
people thought that was a great idea. 
Three, however, is not enough for a very 
effective action. Nobody seemed 
particularly anxious to try to do 
anything about those helicopters in 
Riverside. 

Let me toss out a couple more ideas 
and then “kick it open” for discussion 
so to speak. How many of you have 
been to Griffith Park recently? Griffith 
Park is a huge place, almost smack in 
the middle of the population area of 
Los Angeles. On Sundays certain small 
sections of the park are jammed; on 
weekdays it’s all practically deserted. 
There’s an asphalt mountain road that 
runs through the park that’s a favorite 
with bike riders and every few feet 
along that road is a trail taking off into 
the park’s interior. These are all 
designated as hiking and horseback 
trails, but you can ride up and down 
that road every day of the week and 
never see a horseback rider or hiker. 
You can never go up there without 
seeing several motorcycles, though, and 
many of them are enduro type bikes. I 
don’t know how you feel, but those 
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large red and white signs telling me to 
keep off the trails that my tax money 
supports just irritates the hell out of me. 

There is no reason on earth why we 
shouldn’t be able to use some of those 
trails. In fact, considering the number of 
hikers and horsemen who don’t use 
them, there’s precious little reason why 
we shouldn’t be able to use all of them. 

Griffith Park is directly adjacent of 
the L.A. river which is a natural corridor 
into the center of the city. Down south 
there are several sandwashes that lead 
into it. They are already talking about 
letting bicycles use the river. This would 
be a natural spot for us to ride. You 
could promote -some trail or wash in 
your own area over to the river, ride up 
the river (or down, from the valley) and 
then ride some pleasant trails in Griffith 
Park. Some of the poorer kids in the 
city who can’t afford to truck 150 miles 
out to the desert could go trail riding 
for 75 cents worth of gas. 

There is no ecological reason why we 
shouldn’t ride there. The vegetation is 
all second-growth stuff that burns over 
whenever it gets too high and besides, 
there’s no way to get off the trails. 
Thick brush and steep hills are a 
sufficient deterrent. There should be 
relatively few user conflicts. Griffith 
Park is not a very pleasant place to hike, 
especially in the summer, and most of 
the trails go unused a good part of the 
time. Although the area is a bit small 
for enduros, it would be fantastic for 
English trials. Or, how about a dawn 
trail ride on Easter Sunday with a 
breakfast cookout on top of Mount 
Hollywood. We could have 2000 riders, 
all riding their bikes right from their 
homes up to the mountain. Road riders 
and trailriders could all participate. 
Does this idea have any appeal? 

I have several notions about how to 
approach this problem but I'd like to 
know if anyone out there like the ideas 
and I’d like to hear your suggestions on 
the best way to proceed. I’d also like to 
hear about any other project that 
particularly turns you on. During the 
next couple months Ill use some of this 
column space as a forum for ideas from 
any of you who are interested in getting 
involved in these projects. When you 
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write please let me know if it’s okay to 
quote you. IIl use any ideas that seem 
to. have any sort of merit- but- PIL 
withhold names or organizations if you 
so desire. 

Once we get a project that seems to 
have a number of people interested we'll 
hold a meeting. de on a plan of 
action, butvthefe’s no. sense to planning 
action until we have enough interested 
people to make it go. I'll try to answer 
all letters, either by mail or in this 
column.

A NEW PRODUCT FOR ENDURO 
RIDERS 

I don’t often mention products 
because quite frankly few of them live 
up to my expectations, but here’s an 
exception. The Dial-A-Enduro is a 
device for keeping time on enduros. It’s 
designed to handle almost any kind of 
schedule imaginable. It’s individually 
calibrated to your own speedometer and 
it’s easy to use. So far I’ve won two 
trophies using the one I was given and 
come very close in two other runs, quite 
fantastic for me. 

The unit consists of a watch holder 
that is mounted on the handlebar, a 
good quality watch, and a movable dial 
that goes over the top of the watch. 
There is also a separate drum unit that 
spells out which scale-you should be 
using for any given average speed. To 
use the unit, you simply note which 
number the minute hand of the watch is 
pointing to and multiply that number 
by whatever the drum calls for. That 
gives you the mileage your speedometer 
should read. It’s quite simple in practice 
and very accurate. During any given 
section you don’t have to make any 
adjustments at all and you never have to 
touch the watch during the run. The 
thing is being marketed by RESA 
Distributing Co., P.O. Box 7332, 
Sacramento, Calif. 95826. It sells for 
about $40.00.

IRVINE, CAL., July 15-16, 1972 — 
Rob Edwards, a top flight competitor in 
world Trials competition, held school at 
Saddleback Saturday. Currently ranked 
fifth this year, he was third in 1971 and 
a member of the winning Montesa team 
at the Scottish Six Days Trials with a 
personal third overall. 

One lesson that every student should 
have learned was the importance of 
throttle control. On Sunday the Valley 
Observed Trials Enthusiasts and the San 
Diego Trials Roders co-hosted a 
sanctioned ATA Trials. 

The pressure- was really on the 
English champion as all the top riders 
were out to see how they compared to a 
top rider. Lane Leavitt was down from 
Northern California and the Southland’s 
number one rider, Rick Bledsoe, was 
there. 

The loop ran 4 or 5 miles with 13 
sections ridden for a scheduled three 
loops. The three loops never came off, 
though, as some nebulous someone 
usually called “THEY” stopped the 
Trials after two loops. Needless to say 
none of the riders cared for this action 
as many were riding faster than normal 
so they would be able to finish three 
loops within the time limit and, as a 
result, lost more points. 

As for the Trials itself, I asked Rob 
Edwards how this Trials compared to 
the European events and events held in 
England. His reply: “It’s difficult to 
compare Southern California to 
England. The terrain is so much 
different, here there is hard packed 
ground or soft, loose dry dirt hills. Back 
home its all mud and usually its always 
wet. But as to the degree of difficulty, 
these sections are very much on a par 
with European standards. Many of the 
sections may be compared to those of 
the Spanish round of the European 
Trials Championship, which in my 
opinion is the best Trial.” 

Pedro Pi made the comment that 
when he was here three years ago he 
won the Trials by half of the next 
competitor’s score, but now after seeing 
the improvement of the American 
riders, the difference, if any, would be 
but a few points. 

Watching Rob ride the sections was 
like watching Johnny Unitas let the long 
bomb go for a touchdown. 

Rob is that good. Walking each 
section on the first loop gave all the 
riders a chance to observe how he picks 
the path he wants to ride. Sometimes 
while riding the section he changes his 
mind and takes a different path. That 
ability to maintain control and balance 
is what allows him to clean the section. 

Section I was very close to the 
parking area and there were many 
watching. Rider after rider passed 
through; none doing better than a 3 
with many taking 5’s. Then Rob cleaned 
it and made it look easy. But the next, 
rider through, Rick Bledsoe, also 
cleaned it and Rob then knew he was 
going to have a rough time of it. 

Rob was not without problems 
though. Number one on the list was the 
heat, not. really too hot by our 
standards (High 80’s to low 90’s) but 
Rob stated he can’t remember riding a 
trials in over 75 degree weather. 

Section 3 and Rob ran into another 
problem: ATA scoring rules. By ATA 
rules, if a competitor or his machine 
breaks or knocks down a boundary 
marker that is a big fat 5. According to 
FIM rules, however, if the machine’s 
front axle crosses the line between any 
pair of markers showing the path of the 
section, it is still a clean ride even if the 
rear wheel or rider’s boot knocks the 
marker down. That rule cost Rob a 5 on 
section 3. 

The second loop found Rob showing 
signs of tiring from the heat and on 
double sections 10 and 11, he picked up 
10 points whereas on the first round he 
had only 1. He stopped to discuss that 
disaster with me and said, “I killed the 
engine going down the slope and figured 
I could at least clean the next section, 
but five feet from the end my engine 
died again. That’s really silly but that’s 
Trials, isn’t it?” 

Even though dropping 15 points 
extra Rob Edwards was on top with 
loops of 14 and 17 for a total os 31. In 
second and very close was Lane Leavitt, 
the California State Champion, with 
loops of 23 and 12 for 35 points. Rick 
Bledsoe, number one Southern 
California rider, was a close third at 40 
with loops of 21 and 19. Rick Delaney, 
fourth at 46 with 28 for loop 1 and 18 
for loop 2. 

The Experts found the going a bit 
rough says the winne, George Smith 
with 51 points lost. Down some was 
second place Bernie Schricher with 65. 
John Wirth, third at 70 and at 80 was 
Jim Ludeman for fourth place.
